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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


To His Exeellency, J. M. Stone, Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


The Trustees of the Deaf and Dumb Institution respectfully 
submit the following biennial report : 

On February roth, 1881, Mr. J. R. Dobyns was elected Super- 
intendent in place of Mr. C. H. Talbot, resigned. 

The management of the Institution since the last report has 
been prudent, careful and economical, in every respect admira- 
ble, and satistactory to the Board of Trustees, 

Under the auspices of the present Superintendent the number 
of pupils has greatly increased—the total being now sixty-eight. 

We call attention to the inadequacy of the present appropria- 
tion for the support of the increased number of pupils, the ac- 
counts ofthe Institution showing, since the last appropriation, a 
deficiency of $1,700, which was unavoidable, notwithstanding 
the most rigid economy. Of this $1,006.60 was expended for an 
addition to the main building, for the accommodation of colored 
female pupils, an expenditure that was absolutely indispensable. 

An increased appropriation will be required for the ensuing 
two years for the maintenance of the present number of pupils, 
and to provide for the probable increase in the future. 

We concur in the recommendation of the Superintendent that 
a new building should be erected for school purposes, so that the 
domestic and school departments may be separated. This is de- 
sirable and proper, and we ask your Excellency to make the 
proper recommendations in this respect. 

There are probably as many as fifty deaf and dumb colored 
children in the State who should be receiving the benefits of this 
Institution, but for whose accominodation no provision has been 
made. We invite your attention to the suggestions of the Super- 
intendent on this subject, amid advise that some plan be adopted, 
with the necessary appropriations for accomplishing this object. 

The views of the Superintendent in respect to teaching articu- 
lation and trades, are also endorsed by the Board and submitted 
for your consideration. i 

In conclusion, it is proper toadd that the Superintendent and 
all the employees of the Institution are capable and efficient, and 
have faithfully and conscientiously discharged their duties for the 
past two years. 

Accompanying this report are the reports of the Superintendent, 
J. R. Dobyus, Dr. M. S. Craft, Physician to the Institution, and 
Col. W. L. Hemingway, ex-Officio Treasurer, which we submit 
for your information and consideration.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present to you the second 
biennial, being the ninth annual report (since the re-organi- 
zation in 1871) of the condition, progress and prospects of the 
institution which has been committed to your charge. 

On the roth day of February, 1881, you did me the honor to 
elect me Superintendent of this institution, and on the 1st day of 
March following I assumed the duties and responsibilities of the 
office. 

By request of the Trustees I arrived at the institution about the 
middle of February, that I might become somewhat familiar 
with the affairs of the institutlon before taking charge. 

I was warmly welcomed by my predecessor, Mr. C. H. Talbot, 
and I desire publicly to acknowledge the courtesy and kindness 
he showed myself and family while he remained Superintendent: 

Mr. Talbot was untiring in his efforts to familiarize me with the 
workings of the institution, and manifested a very deep concern 
for its future success by entering into all the details of its manage- 
ment. Be it said to the credit of Mr. Talbot that I found the in- 
stitution in a very flourishing condition, and as well up in ap- 
pointments as the money appropriated would allow. 

In changing the executive officer of such an institution there 
would naturally be some confusion, but it affords me pleasure 
to state that this change was made without any serious interrup- 
tion. In a few days the ripple passed, all quieted down, and 
everything has moved on harmoniously. 

I found fifty-four pupils that would compare favorably with those 
of any other institution in point of intelligence and good behavior, 
and I desire to bear testimony to their studious and attentive 
habits and their respectful and obedient conduct. 

There has been no change in the corps of teachers, and I have 
found them all efficient, faithful and punctual. Coming into the 
institution, as I did, in the middle of the session and a perfect 
stranger, much is due to the teachers for the good order and 
harmony which continued. They will please accept my thanks 
for their uniform courtesy and the material assistance rendered in 
the management of the school. "They certainly have their work 
and the interests of the institution at heart. 
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The matron, Miss E. Cabaniss, continues in, her position, and 
I am especially indebted to her for aid in becoming posted in the 
domestic details. Being a refined lady, and exibiting so tender 
and anxious a solicitude for all, renders her peculiarly well fitted 
for the position. She is always at her post, and I can congratu- 
late the institution üpon having so conscientious an officer. 

This is not intended to be a report for the past two years, but 
only since March rst, 1881. 

From the condition in which I found all the departments, and 
from the reputed character of Mr. Talbot for executive and ad- 
ministrative ability, I am confident the institution lost-no ground, 
but made rapid progress from the date of last report, December 
31st, 1879, to March rst, 1881. 

Since December, 1879, there have been under instruction nine- 
ty-two pupils, and there are sixty-eight present at this date, De- 
cember 31st, 1881. 

Within the past two years forty new pupils have been registerqi, 
and twenty-two of that number since the 1st of last March. You 
will see that the annual growth of the institution, in point of num- ` 
bers, is rapidly increasing. At the close of last session three of 
our pupils, Martha Sanders, Ruth Sanders and L. L. Matthews, 
finished their course. Ira B. Egger, who had been in the institu- 
tion about a year, died at home during the last vacation. 

The great increase in numbers has crowded the dormitories so 
much that unless we are provided with more room we will be 
compelled to turn away many applicants during the next two years. 
Besides the large number we have now, there are twenty-four 
who have applied for admission, and I have been in correspon- 
dence with about twenty others who may apply at any time. In 
view of the above, and from the fact that we are receiving new 
pupils often during the session, is strong proof that we will have 
a large increase within the next two years. Nearly all the rooms - 
are now too full for comfort, and for this reason I have made no 

- special effort to increase the number beyond what it is at present. 

The school and the domestic departments are now in the same 
building, and this naturally gives rise to more or less confusion. 
As more room will be required, I would suggest that you recom- 
mend some plan by which the two departments can be separated. 


HEALTH. 


As to the health of the inmates, I can, with pleasure, refer you 
to the report of Dr. M. S. Craft, physician to the institution. The 
healthfulness is certainly remarkable and indicative of a good lo- 
cation. Dr. Craft has ever been ready to answer our calls, and 
by. his prompt attention has doubtless saved us many cases of 
serious illness. The parents of the pupils should congratulate 
themselves upon having their children in the hands of so skillful 
a pystin 
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ARTICULATION. 

About twenty-five per cent. of our pupils are semi-mutes, those 
who lost their hearing after they began totalk. They still retain, 
to some extent, the power of speech, and a few can read the mo- 
tion of the lips. Such pupils when they begin the use of signs, 
unless practiced in articulation, gradually leave off speaking until 
it soon becomes embarrassing to attempt it. I am confident some 
of these would develop very rapidly, and an hour every day, 
while in school, spent in anarticulation class would be of in- 
calculable benefit to all when they leave school and go out into 
the world. 

'The parents of these pupils are exceedingly anxious that such 
a teacher be employed, and are constantly enquiring when it will 
be done. Speaking the simple words of ** papa" and ** mama" 
is a gratification to their parents that we cannot appreciate, never 
having been deprived of the sweet voices of our children. The 
institution is really in need of an articulatigne te cher. A com- 
petent one can be employed at a salary of $700 or $800 with 
board. 

In this country, as well as in Europe, there are two systems of 
instruction used in teaching the deaf and dumb; the ** German" 
and ““French,” or the ** Pure Oral” and ““American” systems. 
The ““ Pure Oral" system seeks to instruct the deaf mute alto- 
gether by teaching him how to speak and read the movements of 
the lips of others. The “American” system is the one in which he 
is instructed by signs, the manual alphabet and writing. In most 
_ of the institutions in this country, where the American system is 
used, articulation is taught, not that that the pupil is instructed by 
that "method, but to preserve and develop whatever powers of 
speech he may possess. 

While I am not disposed to discard signs and the manual al- 
phabet and adopt the ** Pure Oral” system, yet it is certainly true 
that our institution is not up with the spirit of progress and doing 
all it can for these unfortunate children. E 


TRADES. 


The time devoted to work is from 3 to 5 o’clock P. M., every 
week day except Saturday, when it is from 8 to rr 4. M. We 
now have thirty-seven boys, and we have so little work for them 
to do that many of them necessarily spend much idle time. We 
have a small garden, and there are only two or three months dur- 
ing school that the boys can work in it, and even then five or six 
good boys will do more work and do it better than so many work- 
ing at the same time, 

We only burn wood for cooking, hence we have very little to 
cut, and when they are through with that there is little else, ex- 
cept to sweep the pavements and .their own rooms, that the boys 
can do, consequently much valuable time is lost and the boys 
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fitted for no special calling when through school, Besides the ' 
loss to the boys, it is a serious charge to have so many collected 
together and so much of the time nothing to do. Had we two or 
three trades to which the more advanced boys could devote this, 
same as lost, time, when they have been with us the six or seven 
years they generally remain, we could fit them for some useful work, 
and when they went out into the world would be ready to take 
their places in some profitable employment. Some of our boysare ' 
sons of poor widows, and could we give them this mechanical 
training, instead of being a burden upon their mothers, would be 

-a support in their. declining years. 

` "The boys are constantly clamoring for trades, and if we expect 
to educate them with a view to usefulness in life, the trades are a 
necessity. Printing, shoemaking and carpentering seem to be 
mostly desired, and, in fact, are well suited to the deaf and dumb. 
The printing seems to be especially suitable, for many of the in- 
stitutions have introduced this trade, and the girls, as well as the 
boys, are rapidly becoming good compositors. 

It would require fifteen hundred dollars ($1500) to secure the 
necessary press, type and tools for these trades. For the sake of 
these children, who are striving to make something of themselves, 
I trust you will give this subject your hearty support and make an 
earnest effort to secure it as one of the features of our institution. 

Since the last report Miss Kate Swann has been employed to 
give the girls instruction in cutting and fitting, in plain and orna- 
mental needle work and in the use of the sewing machine. Many 
of the girls have developed decided talent, while all have made 
good progress. They do all the sewing for the institution and 
make much of the clothing for the pupils. We certainly can pro- 
nounce this movement a success. I consider this as important 
as any other class in school, and endeavor to impress it upon the 
-girls by requiring them to be as punctual and attentive to this as 
any other duty. In this connection I might mention the fact that 
some of the institutions have introduced cooking as a science, 
and with a good degree of success. It will certainly do no harm 
to try the experiment. 

Through the kindness of Dr. Baley and Mr. Joshua Green, I 
hope to introduce the silk culture next spring. I think the girls 
will take to it readily and may some day find ic a profitable and 
pleasant employment.

COLORED PUPILS. 


Another impcrtant subject is presented for your consideration, 
and one that is so far developed as to require some decided ac- 
tion. When I took charge of the institution I found in it five 
colored pupils, who.were making fair progress in their studies. 
During the vacation I received several applications for the admis- 
sion of colored pupils, and when school opened I continued to 
receive them until the house in the yard devoted to their accom- 
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modation is full. The class now numbers fourteen, and had we 
the room it could soon be made fifty, as about twenty-five others 
have sought admission, and applications continue to be made. In 
the absence of a census report, judging from the number already 
found, I am of opinion that they are almost equal in numbers to 
the whites. The class is doing well, some being able to write let- 
ters to their friends. 

If it is the policy of the State to educate this class of her deaf 
and dumb children, further provision will have to be made, and I 
beg leave to submit what I think the most practical plan. You 
have control of the land, 62 acres, where the institution was lo- 
cated before the war, and if the colored department of our school 
could be settled upon it we could make it a blessing to them and 
the land prove valuable to the institution. It can never be culti- 
vated by the boys from this institution ; being two milesaway, too 

much time would be consumed in going and coming. 

It would require about $15,000 to put up the necessary build- 
ings, furnish them, fence the farm and stock it; and the place 
would then be ready for cultivation. The employment of some 
suitable man as farmer, ata salary of about $500, and his wife as 
matron, at about $250, the institution would then be ready for the 
reception of pupils, and from the number already found and 
heard of, I am confident it would soon be full. 

By devoting the same time to labor we do now, the boys 
that would be gathered there would soon be more than enough to 
cultivate the land and make all the corn, hay and vegetables that 
both institutions would consume. Twenty-two acres of the land are 
already wellset in grass and we could have a most excellent pas- 
ture. We now have two fine milch cows, and by buying three or four 
more we could make all the butter we could consume, have all 
the fresh milk the pupils could drink, which would be cheaper 
and much better for the children than so much coffee and tea, 
have plenty of good buttermilk for bread, instead of so much 
yeast powder; raise all our chickens and turkeys and have an 
abundance of eggs. We could arrange to bring the milk to this 
institution every day. 

While I do not claim that this would support the colored institu- 
tion entirely,it wouldcertainly be a very material aid, and one that 
would be a decided benefit to the pupils of both institutions. 


These institutions would naturally fall under the same manage- 


ment, being of the same peculiar nature and as one would be an ` 


advantage to the other. 

North Carolina has taken the lead in the education of her col- 
ored deaf mutes, and has justsuch an arrangement, with the ex- 
ception of the farm. — Their institutions are two miles apart, under 
the same management, and the colored visited daily by the Super- 
intendent. From a recent correspondence with the Superintend- 
ent I find the plan has worked admirably and the State has reason 
to be proud of what she has done. 


They have a ‘‘handsome and commodious brick building; 


e 
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erected at a cost of $15,000, heated by steam, and with all the 
other conveniences of the buiiding for the whites Within the last 
year they have added in the way of improvements $7,000, making 
$22,000 spent on the building for the colored. 

If itis your opinion that this class of mutes, who are anxiously 
seeking relief from their ignorance, should be provided for, I 
trust you will recommend that the plan I have suggested be car- 
ried out. 

Mr. Alfred Kearny, whom you appointed last May as supervisor 
of boys, and as teacher in September, is a young man of good 
habits, has had several years experience in teaching andis making 
rapid progress with his class. On account of the appropriation 
being so nearly exhausted he has been working for a nominal 
salary, and its increase will be a matter for your consideration. I 
would respectfully recommend that it be made $500. 


NIGHT WATCHMAN. 


In mentioning our wants, the list would certainly be incom- 
plete were I to omit the subject of a night-watchman. A fire 
might occur at the dead hour of night, when the eyes, as well as 
the ears of the pupils are closed. In the face of danger, 
and as it might avert an awful calamity, I would respectfully sug- 
gest that you authorize the Superintendent to purchase the neces- 
sary time-keepers and employ some responsible and suitable man. 
The cost of time-keepers will be about $75, and the wages need 
not exceed $30 to $35 per month. 


GARDEN. 


We have had a fine garden this year, and vegetables in abund- 
ance since the rst of. May. After most of the vegetables were 
gathered we raised enough grass and pea-hay to do the horse and 
cows.allthe winter—will not have to buy a pound. I rented 
four acres of ground in the northern part of the city for twenty 
dollars, and notwithstanding the unfavorable season, we raised 
one hundred and sixty bushels of as fine sweet potatoes as I have 
seen in the market. 


ADDITION. X 


Since I took charge there has been a small addition made to 
the building, by raising the kitchen and part of the dining-room 
to a second story. In this addition is an eight-feet hall, three 
comfortable rooms and a bath-room for the girls. It cost $1,006. 60, 
which includes a tank in the roof and the running of gas and 

ater-pipes. The increase of the school rendered these rooms 

ecessary, and having to be paid outof the support fund for 1881 
will make, what would have been a small deficit, much larger. 

The open drain through the grounds is becoming larger all the 

‘time and really needs to be walled ; the cost will not exceed $500. 
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SUPPORT. 


The general support fund, appropriated by the last Legislature 
for the years 1880 and 1881, was $19,000,--$9,500 for each year. 
When I took charge of the institution there was remaining in the 
treasury $8,032.15. This was made up of three different funds ; 
general support fund, $7,339.86; transportation fund, $690.46; 
and building fund, $1.83 ; making a total of $8,032.15. I have 
drawn on your warrant and paid out of the general support fund 
$6,439.86. I have receivedfrom other sources for the institution 
$200.60; this amount has been paid out. There has also been 
paid out of the general support fund $900 for the addition to the 
building, making a total from these two sources to be accounted 
for, as per itemized statement hereto appended, $7,540.46. 

The support fund has been exhausted, and most of the accounts 
and part of the salaries for the last quarter are vet unpaid. At 
this date there is standing against the institution $1,700.00. The 
bills for December have not yet been presented, but as enough 
provisions have been bought for this month, the amount will be 
comparatively small. Itmust be remembered that the addition to 
the building cost $1,006.60, consequently we have fallen behind 
in the support fund. 

In referring to Mr. Talbot's last report you will find he said: 
* If the present rise in prices is maintained, and the number of 
pupils increases, as it is likely to do, I do not believe that, with 
the closest economy, an appropriation based on this estimate" 
(the one on which the appropriation was made) ‘‘will carry the 
institution through the next two years." "The rise in prices was 
certainly maintained, and provisions have advanced within the last 
twelve months twenty-five to thirty per cent. The school to-day 
numbers seventeen more than when that report was made, and 
for the past two years the number has been twenty more than dur- 
ing the two years preceding that report. The fact that the average 
expenses per month have been about $850 is fair proof of economy. 
It must be remembered, too, that there was an increase in some 
of the salaries, that was not anticipated in the last report. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


I have drawn upon your warrant, out of the transportation 
fund, $345. Mr. Talbot turned over to me 2o cents belonging to 
this fund. I have expended out of this amount $282.80, less $3.95 
that has been returned. The $1.83 of the building fund is stillin 
the treasury. 

At the meeting of the Board in September I was authorized to 
spend some time in canvassing the State for new pupils and mak- 
ing known the benefits of the institution. On the 8th of Septem- 
ber I made a trip to Vicksburg; remaining there and in vicinity 
two days, I found seven mutes who had never been in school. On 
the 15th of September I left for the eastern part of the State. I 
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passed over the M. & O. R. R., from the southern to the northern 
tine of the State, frequently going some distance from the road. I 
remained in this portion of the State two weeks, finding and hear- 
ing of about sixty, who had never enjoyed the benefits of the in- 
stitution. On the firstday of October I returned with twenty-five, 
most of whom had been in the institution before. Since then we 
have received several new ones from that part of the State, and 
four others are expected soon. J am indebted to the papers in 
Vicksburg and the towns along the M. & O. R. R. that I visited . 
for pleasant references to the advantages of our institution, 
and to the officers of the V. & M. and M. & O. Railways for 
special favors. . 


APPROPRIATION. 


Thelastappropriation was made upon the basis of $193.00 to the 
pupil, without any allowance for increase in numbers. As this 
has proven inadequate, I would respectfully suggest that you rec- 
ommend the next appropriation be made upon the basis of $200 
to the pupil, and $1500 be added to meet an average increase, 
making a total of $28,300. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I desire to return my thanks for your 
confidence, the assistance you have rendered me by your counsel, 
and for the interest yeu have constantly’ manifested in the success 
of the institution, and hoping it may continue to prosper, this re- 
port is respectfully submitted.

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TERMS OF ADMISSION, 


1. This institution is located in the city’ ‘of Jackson. It was estab- 
lished by the Legislature and is supported by the State; it is not 
in any sense an asylum, but a school for the education of deaf 
mutes. 

2. The institution is open to all the deaf mutes of the State 
who are desirous of receiving an education. Eight is considered 
the best age to begin their education, and parents are urged not 
to delay it beyond the age of eight or ten, at farthest. Mutes 
whose primary education is deferred until they are eighteen or 
twenty can never be well educated. 

3. Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendance are Tar- 
nished by the State. To the very poor clothing and transporta- 
tion are supplied free, but in order to secure this benefit the 
Superintendent must have a certificate, signed by some proper 
officer, or some other evidence of the pupil's indigency. 

4. The school session opens the first week in October and 
closes'the last.week in June; vacation, July,- August and Sep- 
tember. 

, 5. Parents are expected to take their children home in vaca- 
tion. 

6. Parents in sending their children to the institution should be 
careful to send the names and postoffice of father and mother, the 
child's name in full, date of birth, cause of deafness and when 
lost hearing. 

7. Pupils are given ample opportunity to correspona with their 
parents and friends during session. They are required to write 
letters on the first and third Mondays of each month, and to send 
at least one to parents or guardians. 

8. Each pupil should besupplied with enough clothing to do 
the year, including a comfortable wrap for winter, and enough 
stamps and stationary to write home once a month, and oftener if 
desired. 

9. Parents should paste a complete list of all clothing on the 
top, and inside, of the trunk. As {soon as the pupil arrives the 
clothing will be counted to see if correct, and the list preserved. 
If anything is lost in the wash during session it will be replaced. 

ro. All clothing should be marked in full name of the owner 
with indelible ink.

REPORT OF PHYSICIAN, 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Deaf and Dumb Insti- 
tution of the State of Mississippi: 


GENTLEMEN :—As the two-year term is drawing to a close, and 
the Legislature about to convene, it is proper, as physician to your 
instithtion, that I should report upon its health; and I do so with 
pleasure, since its healthfulness has been remarkable, and particu- 
larly so during the latter half of the two-year term. Though hav- 
ing during the sessions from forty-five to sixty-five pupils of all 
ages and colors, with ten or twelve others, including teachers and 
their families, in my care, there has been Dut one case of serious 
illness among them, and that in a young girl, Miss Pierce, who 
inherited phthisis from her parents, and after a decline of months 
at the institution was sent home as incurable in 1880. There 
have been, of course, slight illnesses very often, but nothing to 
excite apprehension or alarm. Every indisposition is seen at 
once by the physician and promptly attended to, thus, doubtless, 
often preventing them from becoming serious. 

There has beeu no case of sickness of a contagious or epidemic 
character in the institution for the past two years, or indeed for 
the past six years; though during that time yellow fever prevailed 
as an epidemic in Jackson, and during the three months just past 
there have been hundreds of cases of dengue allover the city, your 
institution, though crowded like a bee-hive, escaping absolutely 
without a case. 

he hygiene of the Instituttion is good, and in case of epidemic or 
contagious diseases appearing among the pupils, they would be 
at once separated from the well and all communication with them 
cut off. A separate room or hospital has been provided on the female 
side of the house, and there should be a similar one for the boys, so 
that the sick may at all times be kept apart from those who are not 
sick.
